SAYS AUSTRIA SOUGHT 
TERMS FROM FRANCE 


| Report in Italy That Andrassy Is 
to Succeed Burian as For- 
eign Minister. 


LONDON, Saturday, July 15.—Dis- 
cussing the alleged political crisis in 
Austria, the Milan correspondent of ‘The 
Daily ‘Telegraph states that Count 
Julius Andrassy, leader of the opposi- 
tion, is tobe appointed Austrian’ Minis- 
ter for Foreign Affairs to succeed Baron 
Burian, who is ww retire. 

The’ correspondent adds that Count 
Andrassy. recently paid an unsuccessful 
visit to Switzerland in an effort to dis- 
cuss @ basis of. peace with France. 


ZURICH, July 14, (via Paris.)\—Mem- 
bers of the Austrian imperial family 
have been summoned to Schoensrunn 
owing to the illness of the Emperor 
Francis Joseph, according to news dis- 
patches from Innsbruck. 

Several Specialists are attending. the 
aged King-Emperor. and the news of 
the war is being withheld from him. 


Baron Burian’succeeded Count Berch- 
told as Austrian Foreign Minister. in 
January, 1915. By the Entente Allies 
e was regardéd as being under the 
omination of: German influence, and 
his appointment was viewed in Petro- 
grad as: putti an end to the peace 
rumors then ng circulated. In Aus- 
tria-Hungary he was severely criticised 
for his .failure,.to prevent Italy from 
ontering the war, and his: resignation 
mal been ° frequently reported since that 


Count Julius Andrassy was formerly 
Premier of Hungary and is one of.the 
most prominent leaders of the Hun- 

garian party. He is credited with being 
@& “peace a vocate and is regarded in 
Austria as an advanced Liberal and 
Modernist. Count Andrassy has been 
particularly imsistent that Rumania 
must be kept out of the war. A year 
ago news dispatches from Vienna stated 
that. he had appealed ‘to the Emperor 
to cede Bukowina to Rumania as the 
price of her continued neutrality.

LONDON DECLARATION 


British Note Says “Scientific Im- 
provements” Made Sea 
Rules. Impracticable. 


LONDON, July 14.—The British For- 
eign Office addressed a note to neutral 
Governments today exPlaining the rea- 
sons Which prompted the abandonment 
of the Declaration of London. The 
declaration was abrogated by an Order 
in Council published on July 8, and a 
similar decree was issued in Paris on 
the same day.

GREEK KING’S CHATEAU 
DESTROYED BY FIRE 


Villas. of Crown Prince and of 
Queen Mother Near Athens 
Also Burned.

ATHENS, July 13, (Dispatch to The 
London Daily Chronicte.)—The beautiful 
oak and pine woods of Tato! and the 
Summer residence of the Greek royal 
family were destroyed by a fire which 
broke out this afternoon two miles: from 
the chateau. The cause of the fire is 





‘presumed to have been the carelessness 


of a. smoker in throwing down.a lighted 
cigarette. 

In the torrid heat of the day—it was 
104 in the shade—and owing to the ab- 
sence. of an adequate water supply it 
was impossible for the forest guards to 
fight the fire successfully. The dry un- 
dergrowth and the highly inflammable 


5; pines blazed like tinder, and the flames 


simply ate a path right through’ ‘the 
|forést, -Sailors and soldiers, sent from 
Athens, worked hard, but they were un- 
successful in cutting down the trees 
bordering on the chateau in ordér to 
save the building. 

- The royal garage was the first to be 
destroyed. Seven motor cars were in 
it at the time. The barracks of the 
Royal Guard, the Crown Prince’s villa, 
and that of the Queen Mother, .which 
are close to the royal chateau, speedily 
shared the fate of the garage. In the 
evening the fire reached the King’s cha- 
teau. Attempts had becn made earlier 
to save the furniture. Pictures ‘and the 
pérsonal belongings of the King and 
Queen were removed, but it was im- 
possible to save the building and thé re- 
mainder of its contents: The radius of 
the fire was about seven miles. Every- 
body had retreated before: the soldiers 
and firemen were compelled to abandon 
the royal domain. The fire-made short

Tato! is fifteen miles. from Athens. 
The countryside round Tato! resembled 
a vast furnace, the fire having made a 
clean spree down the wooded slo to- 
ward Kaphisia, seven mrtes dis a 
favorite Summer resort of wealthy 
Athenians.

IN NEARBY WATERS 


Large Specimens Caught Off 
Jersey and Long Island Coasts 
and Many Others Seen. 


Sx|GOVERNMENT JOINS HUNT 


| Bounty for Man-Eaters Proposed-— 


Matawan. Boy’s Body.Scars. Show 
Fish’s Mouth 14:Inches Wide. 


While the sharks which have been 
seen in Matawan Creek, N. J., where 
two bathers were killed and one maimed 
on Wednesday, have not been scathed 
so far by the intensive hunt for them 
in- the narrow stream, several large 
sharks were caught yestertay along the 
New Jersey coast not far from the 
mouth of-the creek, and in waters near 


Long Island. 

One or more of the man-eaters may 
bé’among them. .Cutting. them open is 
not likely to show whether they have 
attacked men. In only one of the cases 
has a shark removed a limb from a 
victim,-and then it is believed that the 
fish took only the flesh. Their jaws 
and teeth are not strong enough to.bite 
through bone, according to. students of

German Offensive Designed ‘to 
Drive Them Back Across the 
River Breaks Down. 


PETROGRAD, July 14—A_ Teutonic 
offensive near Stobychwa, northeast ‘of 
Kovel, in an attempt to drive the Rus- 
sians from the left bank of the Stokhod 


River, failed, according to the state- 
ment given out tonight by the War Or- 
fice. ‘The intensity of the fighting west 
of the Stripa River has lessened since 
the Russians yesterday, repulsing a fu- 
rious Austro-German counterattack, 
captured 3,200 prisoners, two guns, and 
ninetéen machine guns.

BERLIN REPORTS BIG BATTLES, 


Official Statement Says New At 
tacks Are in Progress on the Somme. 


BERLIN, July 14, (by Wireless to 
Sayville.)—New and violent battles are 
being fought on both sides of the River 
Somme this morning, says the official 
statement given out today by the Ger- 
man Army Headquarters Staff. 

Barly this morning, the statement 
says, British troops attacked in the ‘sec- 


tor of Mametz Wood and Longueval and 
made repeated. efforts to capture Trones 
Woods. The first British attacks were 
beaten back and new battles are now 
in progress. 

East of the River Meuse, in the region 
of Verdun, the French attempted to re- 
conquer. territory captured by the Ger- 
mans, the official statement says. Near 
the. fortress of Souville the French at- 
tack was impeded bt a curtain of fire 
it is declared, and in the vicinity of 
Laufée Work the attack was completely 
repulsed. ° 

e text of the German statement 
follows: 

On both sides of the Somme, new and 
violent combats are in progress. The 
British, early in ~ the  spnnreang at- 
tacked in the sector of Mamets Wood 
and Longueval, and they made re- 
peated efforts in Trones Woods where, 
yesterday evening, the British . al- 
ready were sensibly hit by the rapid 
advance of our reserves. : 

After the first atterapte of the 
enemy had been beaten back, the 
British engaged in new attacks. 

The French, after numerous failures 
in the last few days, met with another 
setback yesterday, when they attacked 
without success in the vicinity of Bar- 
leux and to the west of Bstrées. Nei- 
ther the French nor thelr black friends 
gained one yard of terrain. 

East of the Meuse French attempts 
at reconquest failed. Near the Fort- 
ress of Souville our curtain of fire im-. 
peded the attack. Near the Laufée 
works the attack was flatly repulsed. 

On the rest of the front numerous 
enemy patrols or stronger reconnoit- 
ring detachments were repulsed. Ger- 
Man patrols brought in prisoners from 
Oulches, Beaulne, and from a point 
west of Markirch.

LONDON, Saturday, July 15.—The new 
British advance on the western front 
provides the theme for exultant com- 
ment in the morning papers:

The comparative ease with which the 
second lines have been forced lends 
countenance to the belief that they 
were not as strong as the first lines 
undoubtedly were.

The important thing is to retain in 
true perspective the nature and objents 
of this western offensive.

That do- 
sign is to wear down the enemy, partly 
by the mere slaughter and capture of 
his effective and partly by forcing him 
to keep his slender reserves continuully 
in motion to meet incessant attacks: de- 
livered in widely distant areas. As far 
as can be judged this plan of operations 
is succeeding perfectly."' 

While the note of the editorial articlay

They were going steadily into German 
territory, to the high ground which 
slopes down from Pogiéres. There were 
lots of Germans about, but they did not 
expect a visit like this, and were not 
watchful of this piece of ground. After 
working forward for something like a 
mile they came to a redoubt inhabited 
by German bombers: What. happened 
then is not very clear to me and cer- 
tainly not very clear to the Germans, 
but this place was passed succesgftlly 
and it was further on that my machine 
gun friend increased his number of 
guns. This part of his adventure is 
also somewhat confused, as most fight- 
ing is.

Before they ordered the infantry to 
attack to clear these Englishmen out, 
officers came down the trench from 
Posiéres, but as they came they were 
met by a stream of machine gun fire 
directed by the young officer who had 
‘* pinched ’' four more guns than he had 
taken out, They sufvered heavy casual- 
ties, and the attack broke down, 
then the enemy put his pune to work, as 
he always does when hig infantry fails, 
and what had been a great adventure 
with a sporting chance became a deadly 
business, with all the odds against our 
men. w 

The enemy’s shell fire was concen- 
trated heavily upon this one bit of 
trench away out in the open, and the 
ground was plowed up with high ex- 
losives. The machine guns were taken 
ack, but the British held on until at 


last only an officer and six men were! 


left. Those who came back unwound 
numbered in the end only one officer an 
one man, with the exception of a Ser- 
geant who stayed behind with a wound- 
ed Irishman. He would not leave his 
comrade, and for thirty-six hours stayed 
out in his exposed position, with heavy 
shells falling on every side of him. 

The Irishman was delirious and 
making such noise that his friend 
Enocked him on the head to keep him 
quiet. 
him he shouted out, ‘‘ You've missed me 
again, Fritz,’’ but the Sergeant himself 
kept wfth him, and when the bombard- 
ment quieted down he brought back his 
friend and then went out to no man’s 
land to search for another one. 

But let us not forget that our men 
have no monopoly of courage in this 
war, We have against us a brave enemy, 
and again and again during this battle 
our officers and men have paid tribute 
to the stubborn fighting qualities of the 
German soldiers. 

‘‘For goodness sake,’’ said one offi- 
cer, ‘‘ get rid of that stramge idea in the 
minds of many ople at home that we 
old men and boys and

TERMS OF EXCHANGE 
FORINTERNED CIVILIANS 


Britain Would Send Home Those 
Unfit for War—Others to be 
Held on Neutral Soil. 


LONDON, July 14,—The proposals 
made in the recent British note to Ger- 
many regarding relief for interned civil- 
ians were given to The Associated Press 
today by Lord Robert Cecil, Minister of 
War Trade, in substance as follows: 

‘All persons above the age of fifty 
are to be repatriated by their respective 
countries. 

“All persons between the ages of 
forty-five and fifty, who are unfit for 
military service, also are to be sent 
home. 

“Of the remainder Germany and 
Great Britain are to intern an equal 
number in a neutral country.” 

Sufficlent time has not yet elapsed for 


a reply to be received from the German 
Government. 


CANADA’S INCOME LARGER. 


Finance Minister Feels Assured of 
Success of New Loan, 


OTTAWA, Ontario, July 14.~The atate 
of Canadian finances, both public and 
private, is shown by figures made pub- 
lic here today to be satisfactory. 

Finance Minister White says that he 
feels assured of the success of the do- 
mestic loan which he pur 3 to offer 
in September, hor Se ret three 
months of the present fiscal year, cus- 
toms, war, and other forms of taxation 
have yielded $56,000,000, as against $34, - 
000,000 for the same period last year. 

Ordinary expénditures have decreased 
slightly to $27,000,000, while savings de- 

osits have increased $1,000,000: to a 
otal of §700,000, in the twenty 
months of the war. 


BLOW UP MOUNTAIN TOP. 


Italians, with Mine, Destroy Entire 
Austrian Force There. 


ROME, July 14.—The summit of Cas- 
telletto, in the Tofana region, has been 
blown up by the Italians, the entire Aus- 
trian force there being buried in the 
wreckage, the War Office announced to- 
Gay. The announcement follows: 

In the Camonica Valley there was in- 
creased activity of the enemy’s artil- 
lery against our positions in the Tonale 
and on the Adamello. In the region of 
the Adige Valley our artillery obtained 
hits on the enemy’s batteries on the 
slopes of Biasena, and also on columns 
of troops and a transport on the 
march.

BERNE, July 14, (Dispatch to The 
London Morning Post.)—Prince- von 
Btilow refers somewhat disconsolately 
in his book, ‘‘ Deutsche Politik,”’ to the 
efforts made by Germany to. woo the 
United States and to the results at- 
tained. 

Emperor William II., he says, was 
particularly anxious that good relations 
should be established between the Em- 
pire and the United States, and “he 
gradually won over Americans by his 
consistent, friendly treatment.”’ 

The Emperor had long been associated 
with President Roosevelt on friendly 
terms, Prince von Billow remarks, but 
his first great success was achieved by 
the dispatch of Prince Henry of Prussia 
to America. Von Biilow shows that the 
circumstance that the relations between 
the people and the rulers of the ‘two 
countries became ever of a mofe inti- 
mate nature had an excellent effect on 
German political relations with the 
United States. He refers to the fact 
also that ten million Germans living in 
the United States began to manifest a 
desire, while remaining loyal to their 
new country, to maintain and revive the 
connection with their old German home. 

Yon Biilow admits, on the other hand, 
that one great resuit of: the war has 
been to revive and strengthen the An- 
glo-Saxon feeling of solidarity and that 
the war has shown how strong and even 
Passionate is the leaning of the people 
of English origin in the United States 
toward the mother country. The Frince 
admits with obvious reluctance that ‘‘‘n 
view of the numerical superiority of the 
‘Anglo-Americans, who hold nearly all 

ublic and State positions, it is inevita- 

le ‘that in a war between Germany and 
England the weight of American sympa- 
thies would be on the English side and 
that the official American policy would 
follow the prevailing popular current.” 

He then proceeds: ‘‘Germany has 
noted with sore distress the biases and 
the unfriendly bearing of official and 

ublic America during the war which 
s greatly to the empire’s disadvantage. 
Such ruthlessness as has been mani- 
fested toward us by official America 
and by the public in the course of dif- 
ferences on the subject of the conduct 
of the submarine war we have never 
met with before and it is’ probably 
unique in the history of the diplomatic 
relations of two great countries. The 
feeling of rancor at present entertained 
by very many Germans toward the 
American people whom they so Jong re- 
garded as honest friends is but too com- 

rehensible and*‘is justified. This rancor 
s in no sense mitigated by the fact that 
by exploiting the present world situ- 
ation ‘America is in a fair way to be- 
come the wealthiest country on earth.” 

Von Biilow asserts that “‘ such a song 
of triumph over the unprécedented. eco- 
nomic advance made bythe United States 
since the beginning of thé war, ut- 
tered at the end of the year 1915 by the 
American Secretary of the Treasury 
with a compassionate side-glance at Eu- 
rope, decimated and impoverished by 
the world war, has seldom if ever been 


_ heard before.” 


The ex-Chancellor expressed the opin- 
fon, however, that “in Spite of every- 
thing ’’ it will be both in American and 
German interests to re-establish “ lat- 
er” the normal economic relations of 
the two countries. 


OUR RIGHTS IN EAST 
SAFE, SAYS SAZONOFF 


Czar’s Foreign Minister Declares 
Russo-Japanese Agreement 
Has No Ulterior Motive. 


PETROGRAD, July 14, (via London, 
July 15.)—In a statement given to.The 
Associated Press tonight by Sergius 
Sazonoff,, Minister of Foreign Affairs, 
the Minister declares that American 
rights are not harmed by the new 
Russo-Japanese agreement. 

‘The convention just signed,’ says 
the statement, “‘is the natural develop- 
ment of previous conventions concluded 
betweer Russia and Japan in 1907 and 
1910. The former of these conventions 
expressly mentions the engagement of 
the contracting parties to respect the 
principle of equal opportunity for trade 
and industry in China and to uphold and 
defend this principle. 

“This engagement remains in full 
force after the conclusion of the conven- 
tion of 1916, which has purely a political 
and conservative aim, safeguarding and 
defending Russian and Japanese terri- 
torial rights and specia) interests in 
China against foreign aggression. 

“The new convention does not in- 
augurate any policy injurious to Ameri. 
can rights and interests any more than 
the*conventions of 1907 and 1910. These 
two agreements have proved perfectly 
in accordance with the friendly relations 
always entertained between the United 
States and Russia.” j

GENERAL ADMONISHES MEN 


Cautions Against Drinking and In- 
fractions of Discipline— 
Military Court Sits.

SIXTH DIVISION HEADQUARTERS, 
U. 8. A,, McALLEN, Texas, July 14.— 
Qn arrival of the recruits now en route 
to join the New York regiments here, all 
married men, or those who have busi- 
nesses or families requiring immediate 
attention, will receive long furloughs. 
It will be necessary, however, for those 
who desire to get back home to submit 
affidavits setting forth the urgency of 
their cases. While it is likely that every 
married man in the regiments will make 
an effort to get leave, the efficiency of 
the organizations, in point of numerical 
strength, will not suffer in any way, 
for the number of recruits will more 
than fill the gaps. ; 

The chief things Major ° General 
O’Ryan is interested in are health and 
discipline in the camps, and this after- 
noon he issued his first proclamation on 
the subject to the soldiers. It was ad- 
dressed ‘‘to the soldiers of the New 
York division,’’ and was as follows: 

‘*T address you in this formal manner

your intelligence. They are those set 
forth in Bulletin No. 1,.

liquor is particularly harmful in a hot 
climate, deadens the intellect, and im- 
pairs physical fitness at a time when 
you may be called upon to exercise 
these possessions in the most effective 
manner. 

‘*Be persuaded: now that the com- 
pany kitchens, latrines, picket lines, and 
camp sites generally are to be as sani- 
tary as it is possible for your indus- 
try and the industry of your comrades, 
fostered by an uncompromising disci- 
pline, to make them. A. man who vio- 
lates sanitary regulations is a public 
enemy.

‘* As to personal cleanliness and neat- 
ness, the hair should be short, the face 
shaved, and the clothes frequently 
scrubbed and worn in a soldierly man- 
ner. In addition to what your officers 
are doing to develop your soldierly 
bearing, mental and physical alertness, 
establish an organization sentiment that 
frowns upon men who do not measure 
up, men who are not worthy as repre- 
sentative of this organization.

PUTS VILLA ARMY AT 8,000. 


Border Report Says the Bandit Is 
Impressing Recruits. 


Special to The New York Times. 

EL PASO, Tex., July 14.—Ernesto 
Garcia, a musician in the Carranza gar- 
rison at Chihuahua City, who arrived 
here today, said Villa's force was now 
estimated at 8,000 men, that recruits 
were joining him in the northern coun- 
try, and that he was using his old tac- 
tics of impressing every able-bodied man 
he saw in the marches across the coun- 
try. 

The first actual witness to Villa’s 
shooting at Guerrero to reach the border 
arrived 6 today and is now a refugee 
at the home of his brother jn New Mex- 
ico. He is Federica Lozano, 18 years old, 
who was attending the little school in 
Guerrero when Villa made his retreat 
from Columbus. He impressed the 
twenty-six boys in the Guerrero school 
into his army, gave them rifles, and told 
them to fight the Americans. 

was fighting within ten feet of 
where Villa was sitting on his horse 
watching the battle we were having 
with the Carranza troops under General 
Cabazos, ‘ong Lozano said. ‘‘ We 
were forced by Villa to fight. I would 
have liked to run, but I was afraid 
Villa would shoot me as he shot so 
many of my companions.

That was the last I 
saw of Villa, for everything was con- 
fusion, and we took advantage of it to 
escape. I have been working my way 
to the border, where my brother lives, 
and I am never going back to Mexico.” 

Two American cattlemen, F. D. Raw- 
lins and E. D. Rawlins, arrived here 
from El Carmen ranch, State of Com- 
peche, with a story of starvation and 
suffering. Near them was the planta- 
tion of the Laguna Mahogany (Com- 
pany, a Philadelphia concern, where 
eighteen Americans were employed. 
When the anti-American feeling be- 
came so strong, they said, the Americans 
were put in jail, but were permitted to 
escape by the Jefe de Armas, who pro- 
vided a motorboat for them to escape 
to an American port. They said many 
of the women had been eating twigs of 
trees and roots and herbs. The Laguna 
company employes succeeded in taking a 
coastwise steamer for the United States. 

Supplies are again moving south over 
the Mexico Northwestern ailroad for 
General Pershing’s command in Mex- 
ico. The freight trains tied up last 
night by General Gonzales’s orders were 
released today. Juarez officials would 
make no comment regarding the de- 
tention of these supplies. 

Three new regular army units are in 
rorenation here. fe Seventeenth Cav- 
alry was sworn in last night at Fort 
Bliss, the Thirty-fourth regular in- 
fantry is being organized, and the 
Eighth Artillery is just being formed. 
These commands will give El Paso six 
regular army regiments in addition to 
the National Guard troops,. which now 
number 30,000. With the South Caro- 
lina, Wisconsin, and Idaho troops yet 
to come, there probably will be 50,000 
militiamen here by Sunday.

Announcement that the Seventh In- 
fantry was being transferred from 
Camp Cotton, near the Rio Grande, to 
Fort Bliss, gave rise to reports that 
it was being moved to make room for 
the Sixteenth Infantry, which was said 
to be on its way out of Mexico. Gen- 
eral Bell said that the newly formed 
Thirty-fourth Infantry was to take the 
place of the Seventh at Camp Cotton. 

Reports have reached the border that 
part of the Thirteenth Cavalry is mov- 
ing northward in the rear of the Six- 
teenth Infantry. ‘The Sixteenth has 
been ruarding General Pershing’s line 
of communications. 


Redisposes Troops to Crush Bandits 
in Southern Chihuahua. 


CHIHUAHUA CITY, Mexico, July 14. 
—General Latias Ramos, directing the 
Government forces operating against 
Villista bandits in Southern Chihuahua, 
is redisposing his troops preparatory to 
a quick drive to break the outlaws’ 
power in that region. General Jacinto 

revino, Military Commander of the 
Northeast, made this announcement to- 


night. 

Reports from General Ramos, who has 
established his base of operations at 
Parral, said that he had the main bandit’ 
forces practically surrounded south of 
Sombreretillo, and expected to force a 
fight as soon as he had his local com- 
mands disposed to his liking. Following 
an inspection trip to Rosario he dis- 
patche heavy reinforcements from 
Parral for the Rosario garrison. 

General Ramos reported that he was 
moving. these troops ‘‘ with a view to 
future operations,’”’ and added that a 
larger garrison at Rosario was neces- 
Sary be¢ause of the heavy losses suf- 
fered by.the Carranzista forces‘at Cor- 
ralitos, San Salvador, and Cerro Blanco. 

General Ernesto Garcia, commandin 
the Parral garrison, reported to Genera 
Trevino today that all danger of a suc- 
cessful attack on the town by the 
bandits had vanished with the arrival 
of General Ramos’s troops. These, he 
said, had repaired the railroad and tele- 
graph lines from Jimenez to Parral 
which the bandits destroyed in several 
places on their retreat. 

General Trevino announced that re- 
ports from all other points in his dis- 
trict, including Tampico, indicated quiet. 
He discussed also the possibility of as- 
signing some of the large forces of the 
troops at his command at garrisons in 
the mining centres of the State, that the 
mining and amelting: industries may 
shortly resume operations. 

A declaration that he and all other 
members of the Carranza Government 
were mutually united with the firm de- 
termination of establishing order in 
Mexico was made today by General 
Trevino. He said he made the state- 
ment because he had received, private 
information that rt of the American 
press was declaring he had revolted 
from General Carranza and was even 
planning to ally himself with the Vil- 

stas. . 


REJECTED RECRUITS LOSE. 


Neither Railway Fare Nor Time to 
be Allowed 300 of Them. 


COLUMBUS, N. M., July 14.—The 300 
men recruited in New Mexico by ‘the 
National Guard and later rejected -for 
physical disability wifl-lose both their 
time and railway fare under an order 
made by Quartermaster General Ale- 
shire, U. 8. A. As a result protests are 
being made to Washington. 

Many of the rejected recruits came 
from other States, One of them, from 
Kansas City, gave up his job there, lost, 
a month before bee examined by the 
Medical Board; and was forced to bor- 
row money to return home. 
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GEN. WOOD 10 FILE 
REPORT ON GONLEY 


Will Submit Facts, Including 
Physicians’ Findings, to 
Secretary of War. 


LUCAS'S STATUS EXPLAINED 


Lieutenant Colonel Not the Com- 
mander of the Twenty-second En- 
gineers, but a Staff Officer. 


Major Gen. Leonard Wood, command- 
ing the Eastern Department, returned 
from Plattsburg to his headquarters on 
Governors Island yesterday, where he 
witnessed the organization of the mili- 
tary training camp for business and 
professional men. . 

General Wood said he would im- 
mediately prepare for the War Depart- 
ment a report on the rejection for the 
Federal service of Colonel Lewis D. 
Conley of the Sixty-ninth New York 
Infantry. This, he said, would i 
complete and would include the full re- 
port of the medical examination of 
Colonel Conley by the regular army 
surgeons, on the strength of which re- 
port General Wood ordered Conley’s 
rejection on the ground of physical un- 
fitness for active field service. 

General Wood said the report weuld 
be forwarded to Secretary of War 
Baker immediately, and that if it was 


made public the War Department, not}. 


he, would do so. 

It can be stated, however, that the re- 
port will include all details and data in 
the possession of the Eastern Depart- 
ment headquarters. General Wood 
péinted out that the rejection of Colonel 
Conley as the only course he could 
adopt in the circumstances, and that no 
one regretted the necessity of retiring 
Colonel Conley from active command 
more than he did. He also pointed out 


that forty-six officers of the guard, in 
addition to Colonel Conley, had been 
retired for physical disabilities on re- 
ports of regular army surgeons. 

The order transferring Colonel Edwin 
S. Glenn, Chief of Staff of the Eastern 
Department, caused General Wood to 
express his deep regret at losing the 
services of the man who had been at 
‘his right hand’ during the busy 
days of the guard mobilization in the 
twenty-one States included in the ter- 
ritory of the Eastern Department. 


Plattsburg Camp Praised. 


Colonel Glenn, who has been assigned 
to the. command of the Eighteenth 
United States Infantry at Douglas, 
Ariz., will leave for the border in about 
teh days. Colonel Glenn has known for 
several weeks that he was to be trans- 
ferred to active field service, and the 


order relieving him as Chief of Staff 
on Governors Island was no surprise to 
him. It can be said on the best of 


authority that the case of Colonel Con- |; 


ley had nothing whatever to do with 
the transfer of Soionel Glenn from Gov- 
ernors Island to the border. 

General Wood said that the 1916 camp 
at Plattsburg was one of the finest 
things of the kind ever organized in this 
country, and that the camp was In 
many ways a great improvement over 
the camps held at Plattsburg and other 
places in the country last year. There 
are about 8,000 men at Plattsburg, and 
the advance enrollments indicate fully 
6,000 for the August camp and about 
2,000 for the September camp. 

A matter concerning which there is 
some misunderstanding in the public 
mind is the failure of Lieut. Col. Eu- 
ene Van C. Lucas to go south with the 

wenty-second Corps of Engineers, 
which started for the border from Camp 
Whitman several days ago. One of the 
rumors current was that Colonel Lucas, 
like Colonel Conley, had been found 
physically unfit for field service. 

‘the fact is, however, that Colonel! 
Lucas is Chief Engineer of the National 
Guard Division of New York and_ not 
commanding officer of the New York 
engineering units, although, when the 
engineering corps was reorganized, Gen- 
eral O’Ryan detailed Colonel Lucas to 
supervise the reorganization. 

Colonel Lucas ts still Chief Engineer 
on the staff of General O’Ryan, and it 
was pointed out at National Guard 
headquarters yesterday that Colonel 
Lucas had at no time expected to go 
South with the two engineer battalions 
for which the President called. As the 
regular army regulations do not provide 
for an engineer officer on the staffs of 
division commanders, Colonel Lucas will 
not be nrustered into the Federal ser- 
vice, it 1s said, but will remain in New 
York and continue at work in connec- 
tion with the recruitment and training 
of _ men for the organizations on the 
border. 


Smoking Materials for Soldiers. 


The Sons of the Revolution in the 
State of New York have sent with their 
compliments and best wishes, all charges 
prepaid, to Major Gen. John F. O’Ryan, 
New York Division, U. S. A., McAllen, 
Texas, for equitable distribution among 
all the New York State troops on the 
border, 10,000 briarwood pipes, 57,000 
packages of smoking tobacco, and 400,- 
000 cigarettes. 

An ambulance column, to be known as 
Field Column 1, which is to be sent to 
the border to provide transportation be- 
tween field and base hospitals, is being 
organized in this city. It has been 
planned to organize four columns and 
last night it was stated that twenty- 
seven men had been enlisted for the 
first column. Informatton concerning 
these new units may be had at 66 West 
Sixty-sixth Street, the armory of the 
hospital corps and ambulance service of 
the New York Guard. 

The Army and Navy Department of 
the International Committee of the 
Young Men’s Christien Association has 
undertaken the work of providing 
wholesome amusements for the guard: 
troops on the border. The International 
Committee stated last night that motion 
pictures were to be a feature, 

Motion picture machines have already 
been shipped to the field headquarters 
of the Army and Navy Department at 
San Antonio and will be used both in 
the large camps ‘at Fort Sam Houston 
and on the border. Other machines will 
be forwarded as rapidly as they are 
called for by the Secretaries in charge 
of the camp work. 

In many camps near small towns 
which are not lighted by electricity a 
little more time will be required in get- 
ting the motion picture feature started. 
It will be necessary to send down a 
field electric lighting plant run by a 
gasolene engine. The current. generated 
will be used both for motion pictures 
and light. 

At all camps where there are one or 
more brigades of troops the association 
buildings will have motion picture ma- 
chines, and it is probable that at some 
regimental camps also this will be a 
feature of the association work. 


Whenever weather is favorable shows’ 


will be given out of doors near the as- 
socition building, so that an unlimited 
audience may be accommodated.

ENGINEERS LOSE “A MASCOT. 


Bantam Rooster Escapes from the 
Train of the Twenty-second.

ON BOARD TROOP TRAIN, FIRST 
BATTALION, TWENTY-SECOND 
CORPS OF ENGINEERS, N. G. N. Y., 
TIPTON, Ind., July 14.—Major Frederick 
N. Whitely and his happy family of New 
York engineers pulled in here late this 
afternoon. The next stop on the sched. 
ule is Peoria, Ill, and, as the train is 
to reach there at midnight, the men are 
making their plans in full expectation 
that the usual twelve-hour-late schedule 
is still in operation. ; 

The four-hour stop. in Buffalo last 
fight was a great treat for all on board, 
especially the stock. The mules and 
horses were lét out in a corral in the 
stockyards and there fed and watered. 
The tin was stopped six miles from 
Buffalo in the middle of a vast railroad 
yard, with very little that a hungry sol- 
dier could eat, drink, or admire. The 
one railroad restaurant was quickly de- 
pleted of everything edible and potable. 

The night run from Buffalo to San- 
dusky, 243 miles, was made over the 
tracks of the New York Central in ap- 
proximately ten hours. From Sandusky 
for the rest of the day the journey was 
made over the Lake Erle & Western. 
Through the long ride. across three 
States the men looked out the windows at 
some of the finest farming land in the 
world.» Before breakfast they saw 
peach and plum trees loaded down with 
fruit, grains of every description—rye, 
wheat, buckwheat, oats, and corn—an 
from this they turned to their own mess 
kits and swallowed their morning al- 
lowancé of two hard-boiled eggs, no 
salt nor pepper, and a cup of coffee. The 
luncheon .consisted of canned galmon, 
bread and butter, and coffee. 

For the most part. the men spend their 
time im: writing letters: ‘When they ‘get 
tired ‘of this they write postal cards, 
and the minute the train even slows 
down thousands of letters and cards 
are tossed out for volunteer postmen, 
postwomen, and postchildren to mail. 

As almost every stop is made in some 
railroad yard six miles from nowhere 
in_ particular, the soldiers usually make 
a hurried trip to the water tanks, where 
they combine the business of washing 
with the pleasure of getting wet this 
hot weather. The washing arrange- 





ridiculously inadequate, and the dust of 
four States has an uncanny way of get- 
ting on and sticking on. 

Captain Robinson’s men in Company 
D are inconsolable. Their pet bantam 
rooster, the pride of the regiment and 
the bosom friend of the brindle bull pup, 
literally ‘‘,flew the coop.” The fight- 
ing bantam had shown a fearless dispo- 
sition all through the trip, but food is 
gotting low, and the mess sergeant of 
Company C is‘casting foraging eyes at 
all supernumerary animals aboard. As 
he entered the car yesterday the rooster 
gave one look at him and out of 
the window with a squawk. hen last 
seen the bantam was headed due east 
along the track, with wings outspread, 
and taking an ostrich stride at every 
step, rapidly disappearing in the gen- 
eral direction-of Dutchess County, -N. Y. 

The men are getting accustomed to 
the traveling life now, and are making 
arrangements accordingly, First Lieu- 
tenants L. Koop, Company A; F. B. 
O’Connor, Company D, ang A. W. Pal- 
mer, Company C, have organized a club 
that controls the rear smoking com- 
partment and washroom of the Pull- 
man. The junior and second lieutenant 
under their orders are instructed to an- 
swer the bell, sweep the floor, provide 
a continual qupply of smoking material, 
sleep in the towel rack, and take a bath 
in an eye cup. :

CONFEREES PROGRESS 


President and Cabinet Consider 
Situation Improved by Polk- 
Arredondo Talks. 


Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, July 14. — President 
Wilson and members. of his Cabinet to- 
day considered the status of the Mexi- 
can situation as improved by the in-

WASHINGTON, July 14.—The expect- 
ed nomination of Judge John Hessin 
Clarke of Cleveland, Ohio, to be an Asso- 
ciate Justice of the Supreme Court of 
the United States to fill the vacancy 
caused by the resignation of Charles E. 
Hughes was sent to the Senate by Pres- 
ident Wilson today. : The nominee, who 
has been a lifelong Democrat, is the 
Federal Judge for the Northern Judi- 
cial District of Ohio. He was the Dem- 
ocratic candidate for the United States 
Senate against Marcus A. Hanna. 

Judge Clarke isa bachelor. He will 
be 59 years old in September. The only 
other bachelor on the Supreme bench is 
Assistant Justice James C. McReynolds, 
who was Attorney General of the United 
States when he was appointed to the 
highest tribunal. Bachelors are few and 
far between in the history of the Su- 
preme Court. Justice Moody, President 
Roosevelt’s Attorney General, who was 
obliged to retire from the bench on ac- 
count of ill-health, was the last bachelor 
before the appointment of Mr. McRey- 
nolds. 

Prompt confirmation of today’s ap- 
pointment by the Senate is expected. A 
call for a meeting of the Judiciary Com- 
mittee for Monday to consider it was 
issued tonight. Two years ago the Sen- 

te confirmed the nomination of Mr. 

larke as District Judge, after an in- 

vestigation had disposed of suggestions 
that his service as counsel for a rail- 
road might have impaired his useful- 
ness as a jurist. 

The. President finally made his gelec- 
tion after discussing the question today 
with the Cabinet. Up to the last mo- 
ment the name of Justice Victor J. 
Dowling of the New York Supreme 
Court wag seriously considered. 

Judge Clarke was born at Lisbon, 
Ohio, on Sept: 18, 1857. He was grad- 
uated at Western Reserve University

of four or five hundred yards outside the 
life lines.

“There are always a few sharks off 
the coast, particularly in Summer, but 
the recent tragedies are entirely i aoe 
dented in temperate waters, although 
the bureau has had reliable reports of 
similar occurrences | in the tropics. 
‘‘There are no ‘man-eaters’ in the 
sense of implying exclusive or common 
addiction to a diet of human flesh. The 
sharks as a whole are promiscuous flesh- 
eaters, living principally on live fish, but 
ready to eat any animal matter, dead 
or alive. Under stress of hunger they 
become quite bold, and while it is im- 
possible to make a positive statement 
to that effect, it is probable that a few 
individuals, temporarily deprived of 
their ordinary food, have been driven 
to attack Yad which ordinarily they 
would avot 
Superintendent Cole of the Coast 
were probably a few big sharks which 
had been cut out by a storm from the 
fringe of the Gulf Stream and straggled 
to the Jersey coast, hungry and look- 
ing for food of any kind. He said that 
steel nets ought to be effective in pro- 
tecting beaches. :

Chairman McCormick Leaves 
for Washington to Fix 
the Date. 


SPEAKING TOURS IN DOUBT 


President Wants to Go to Coast, but 
Nation’s Business Is Likely 
to Prevent the Long Trip. 


Vance C. McCormick, Chairman of the 
Democratic National Committee, left for 
Washington last night to confer. with 
President Wilson today regarding the 
make-up of the Democratic Campaign 
Committee, the date for the notification 
ceremonies, and other campaign matters. 
‘The President will be notified of his 
renomination in the first week of August, 
and I would not be surprised if Aug. 5 
would be the day fixed,’’ said Mr. Mc- 
Cormick. “‘I expect to be able to an- 
nounce the date definitely upon my re- 
turn from Washington next Tuesday. 

*“*I found the Illinois Democrats very 
hopeful regarding the outcome of the 
election, and I saw practically all the 
leaders,’’ continued Mr. McCormick, 
‘The game spirit that dominated the St. 
Louis Convention pervades Democratic 
circles in’ Illinois. There is absolute 
willingness to forget local differences in 
the interest of united work for the re- 
election of Woodrow Wilson. Never in 
all the history of the Democratic Party 
has there been such harmony. I regard 
the Middle West as very good fighting 
ground for our party.” 

Mr. McCormick said Progressives were 
flocking to the Wilson banner already, 
though some were holding off until the 
two Presidential nominees had made 
their speeches of acceptance. Michael 
Schaap, former Progressive leader of the 
Assembly, was a caller at Democratic 
headquarters yesterday. ‘ 

Mr. McCormick was asked if any plans 
had been made for a speechmaking tour 
through the Western States by President 
Wilson. He replied it had been impossi- 
ble to map out even tentatively any such 
tour because of the pressure of impor- 
tant business at Washington.

TAKE UP ROWING PROBLEM. 


Graduates Will Meet to Discuss 
Dropping Sport at Columbia. 


The first steps to determine whether 
rowing will be abandoned ag an inter- 
collegiate sport at Columbia University 
will be taken next Wednesday at a 
meeting of the Graduate Rowing Club. 
Notices of this meeting were sent out 
yesterday to Morton-G. Bogue, graduate 
director; Malcolm M. Roy, graduate 
manager; N. Otis Rockwood, graduate 
treasurer; R. R. O'Loughlin, captain- 
elect of the 1917 crew, and Lawrence 8. 
Scofield, manager-elect. 

It is.understood that a proposal that 
competition in the Poughkeepsie re- 
gatta be abandoned for one year or 
for a specified period of years will be 
submitted for discussion. The system 
of athletic management at Columbia 
does not permit the Graduate Rowing 
Club to assume final responsibility for 
any decision to abandon the sport, and 
if it is the consensus of opinion next 
Wednesday or at any future meeting 
that Columbia withdraw permanently or 
temporarily from the _ Intercollegiate 
Rowing Association, such a decision can 
only be in the form of a recommenda- 
tion. to the University Committee on 
Athletics. This latter body does not 
hold any meetings during the Summer 
months, but it is likely that whatever 
action or resolution its adopted by the 
rowing club, the University Committee 
on Athletics wiil thoroughly investigate 
and discus; the question at its first 
monthly meeting &fter college reopens 
in the Fall. 

There is a possibility that next week’s 
session of the rowing authorities will be 
a somewhat open affair to the alumni 
who have been identified prominent] 
with Columbia rowing. rancis s. 
Bangs. the “ dean” of rowing on Morn- 
ingside Heights, is expected to attend 
and captains and managers of crews in 
the past decade or two will also un- 
doubtedly have a part in deciding on 
gad plans for the immediate ¢u- 

It is also probable that a recommenda- 
tion for or against establishing inter- 
class and: interdepartmental rowing will 
be adopted by the rowing club. In ad- 
dition to the magnificent crew quarters 
on the Hudson across from Poughkeep- 
sie, Columbia University has several 
other properties for the use of the 
crews. he Edwin Gould boathouse, 
115th Street and Riverside Drive, has 
been in use for several years by stu- 
dents interested in rowing, but physi- 
cally unfit to try out for seats in the 
Varsity boats..

tt DECISION. BOUTS 


URGED BY WENCK 


Also Recommends That Cham- 
pions Be Forbidden to Box 
Here Except for Title. 


There will be decision boxing bouts in 
New York if Chairman Wenck of the 
State Athletic Commission, has his way. 
Yesterday he sent a letter to Commis- 
sioners Franey and Dwyer, the other 
members of the commission, recom- 
mending that the present regulation of 
the body forbidding decisions be amend- 
ed to provide for a referee's decision in 
any contest where a champion is a con- 
teetant. 

Mr. Wenck’s recommendation further 
provides that a champion cannot box in 
New York State at all except in a bout 
involving his title. The revolutionary 
rule proposed by Mr. Wenck is as fol- 


lows: 

**No Generally recognized champion 
of any class will be permitted to box 
in New York State except in a bout 
to a decision involving his title and 
against an opponent approved by this 
commission, the. referee for such bout 
to be selected by this commission. 

The present prohibition of decision 
bouts rests in a mere regulation of the 
Boxing Commission, which can be re- 
ecinded by a vote of the Commissioners. 

Mr. enck also goes on_ record 
against the offering of guarantees: by 
clubs. Hig letter in part follows: 

Countless complaints from trons of box- 
ing and much discussion with some of New 
York State’s most ardent lovers of the sport 
compel me to request your early co-operation 
in a radjcal reform in our rules, which, I 
feel certain, will result in an immediate and 
vast benefit to the sport. 

The complaints are all aroused by the fact 
that boxers of prominence, especially those 
with championship claims, have become en- 
tirely too t and dictatorial, with the 
resuit that the financial features of each 
match have ecHpsed its value as a sporting 
attraction. 

I believe all thie ig directly due to the ten- 
dency of local promoters to try to get rich 
quick with one killing, such as the Willard- 
Moran bout, rather than to promote a half- 
dozen matches of lesser import all on a per- 
centage basis between boxer and promoter 
wherein there is a reasonable assurance of 
profit to the promoter. Naturally, unless 
we do something to protect the promoter 
i Tore his own tendencies to gamble, there 
will soon be no promoters, and, consequently, 
very little high-class boxing. 

I think this might be remedied if we gave 
clubs to understand that they should not 
offér guarantees, and in no case offer more 
than per cent. of the gross receipts for 
their main bout. Such clubs as ignore this 
desire on our part, I would suggest, be sus- 
pended for the good of the sport. 

What seems to me, and fully one hundred 
other lovers of the sport with whom I have 
discussed it, as the greatest evil now threat- 
ening the very life of the game, is the fact 
that several boxers, by no means the best 
in their class, are posing as champions and 
will not risk such title as they claim to 
own, except in a no-decision bout with a 
carefully selected opponent who has no 
chance to knock them out—which is the only 
way a title may change hands in this State. 

Whenever a man of real class is proposed 
as one of their opponents they demand so 
much money for their appearance as to pre- 
clude all possibility of the match. 

Now then, gentlemen, I appeal to that 
same sense of fairness in you that recently 
caused you to give colored boxers an equal 
chance with white boxers. 

I propose that the various championship 
contenders in New York State be given a 
square deal] in the shape of a chance to win a 
championship title. This might easily be 
done by calling a meeting at your joint con- 
venience for the purpose of passing a rule 
about as follows: 

‘* No generally recognized champion of any 
class will be permitted to box in New York 
State except in a bout to a decision involving 
his title and against an opponent approved 
by this commission, the referee for such bout 
to be selected by this commission.”’ 

Such a rule would serve the purpose of 
giving decision bouts the fair tryout to 
which they are entitled, would undoubtedly 
act as a great stimulant to the sport gen- 
erally, and would give every boy of any class 
in this State a chance to become a cham- 
pion. If the so-called champions refuse to 
box in this State under such a ruling I think 
this State would be the gainer thereby. 

The commission also notified the 
Washington Park 8. C. of Brooklyn 
that they would not permit the pro- 
posed bout between Freddie Welsh 
and Harlem Tommy Murphy.

‘USE GASOLINE MIXTURE. 
Germans Overcome Shortage” of 
Fuel for Motor Vehicles. .— .

WASHINGTON, July 14.—The way.in 
which the German Government has 
overcome the ‘scarcity of gasoline is de- 
scribed in a dispatch to the Bureau of 
Foreign and Domestic Commerce of the 
Department of Commerce from Consul 
Jones, at Lyons, France. The blockade 
and the faflure of the supply of gaso- 
line from the oil fields of Galicia caused 
the price to rise so rapidly that ‘the 
Government ed to conduct ex- 

ents th mixture. of, benzol, 
alcohol, and gasoline, with results tha 
secured greater work and a. reduced 
cost. 

Even if the ‘alcohol be figured at be- 
fore-the-war the.use of the new 
mixture is an economy. 
gasoline co 8.55 -cen 
cents, and alcohol 7.79 cents. 

A serious drawback ‘in-connection with 
this. mixture was the gheulty in start- 
ing the automobile. This was.overcome 
oy ins gz on each car a small sup- 
plemen reservoir containing gaso- 
line, benzine, or éther, .which is. drawn 
upon when. starting the car, and the 
alcohol-benzol fuel then substituted.

SEES 
BATTLE CRUISERS. 

“The only answer to battle cruis- 
“is battle 
cruisers.” The Admiral’s communica- 
tion, printed on this page of today’s 
TimEs, embodies a forcible plea for the 
early construction of more fast-steam- 
ing, powerful war vessels than the 
Senate, in its pew mood of liberality, 
proposes to provide for our navy. Two 
divisiona of four battle cruisers each, 
armed with sixteen-inch guns, for the 
Atlantic, and two for the Pacific, Ad- 
miral Praky believes to be easential to 
the protection of the coasts of this 
country from the possibility of attack 
by 4 foreign Power. Great Britain has 
seven such ships left, and ts building 
six. Germany has six, and others 
building. Japan has four in commis- 
sion and four authorised. The Senate's 
present naval program includes. the 
building of six battle cruisers during 
three years. If that plan prevails, four 
such vessels will be laiq dewn this 
ear, together with four superdread- 
noughts. By the time these four are 
finished there will be from, sixteen to 
twenty foreign battleships tn the At- 
lantic and eight in the Pacific. 

Admira] Prary’s argument in favor 
of a double fleet of battle cruisers is, 
therefore, timely and worth heeding. 
So far from regarding the deplorable 
loss of three of the best of the British 
battle cruisers in the Jutland-fight as 
proof that ships of that type are less 
effective in warfare than the slow- 
moving ocean fortresses called super- 
dreadnoughts, he contends that the re- 
sult of that battle, the brunt of which 
was borne by the battle cruisers, indi- 
cates their great value, and supports 
his contention by quotations from the 
reports of Admirals BraTry and JELLI- 
cor. But his argument in favor of 
battle cruisers of from thirty to thirty- 
five knots for the United States Navy 
is based largely on the vast extent 
of our coast line. It is certain that we 
need battle cruisers, and it is equally 
certain that our navy does not at 
presént possess one fast-moving ship 
of large fighting capacity. We also 
need all the superdreadnoughts that 
the Senate intends to give us. We 
must have a powerful modern navy 
for our country's protection in the 
years of peril to come. 

SSE 
IS IT THE DAWN? 

If the German people have really 
believed what it seems certain they 
have believed about the state of the 
war, what an abrupt awakening must 
have come to them! They have be- 
Heved that nothing stood in the way 
of peace except the inexplicable re- 
fusal of the Allies to see that they 
were beaten. In that temper they 
could not continue forever. All that 
Was necessary was to keep on pun- 
ishing the Allies until they saw the 
truth, and then they would surrender. 
Hence every suggestion of peace terms 
that has come from Germany has been 
a suggestion that could only come 
from a conqueror to a whipped enemy. 
The ardent prayer for peace from the 
plain German subject has been really 
a@ prayer that the eyes of the stubborn 
mén who were fighting against the 
inevitable might be opened before 
much more blood was unnecessarily 
shed. 

This, according to all reports, has 
been the state of the German mind. 
The great offensive movement so dra- 
matically styled “the Battle of Bu- 
rope” must have been a freesing 
shock to that state of mind. The 
Allies have not won the victory yet, 
but the idea that they are a conquered 
foe obstinately withholding for a time 
the peace that has been won must 
have been smashed in @ moment. The 
question of making peace confronts 
the German in a new form, divested 
of all the falsehood that has blinded 
him. He cannot live in a fool’s para- 
dise now. What will be the effect on 
the undoubted, unmistakable longing 
of Germany for peace? Hitherto 
those who wished for it have pos- 
sessed their souls in patience. The 
waiting could not be much longer. 
Nothing stood in the way but stu+ 
pidity and perversity on the other side 
of the frontiers. Soon or late, prob- 
ably soon, the Allies must see the 
truth and give over their hopeless 
opposition. 

Now that Germany knows this not 
to be true, what form: will her longing 
for peace take?. She must know. that 
there is no hope now that she can 
dictate terms. How can she dictate 
terms to inexhaustible Russia, new 
armed and pouring upon ‘her. like a 
flood, as if the war had only just 
begun and the fearful Russian loases 
of ‘last year had never been? How 
can she dictate terms. to England, just 
beginning to usé her great new arthies 
against Germany’s battered and frre- 
placeable troops?’ How can she dic- 


| tate terms to France, now forcing her|. ‘ 





peoted to attack, where she has, in 
fact, only just ceased attacking? The 
strange German mental processes, 
whereby the German sees everything 
upside down, cannot continue to re- 
volve in the eccentric way character- 
istié of them when the German’s eyes 
see his soldiers actually on the defens- 
tve instead of the aggressive. He can 
argue as he likes, spin himself up in a 
web of ratiocination if he chooses, but 
he hag eyes like other men, and this 
is a-physical fact. Nations that have 
been. whipped do not force their con- 
querors to the defensive, 

The German longing for peace is 
still there, but the change in the war 
must give {t a new direction. When 
Germany knows her real position, as 
she must know it now, what turn will 
be given to the peace longing? It 
must seem evident even to the most 
ingenious German mind that the pro- 
posal of peace terms on a basis of the 
retention of Alsace-Lorraine and Po- 
land is not a proposal that can be 
made to men who surround the Ger- 
man armies with a ring of fire and 
who, with new hosts and new weapons, 
are forcing those armies to fight, not 
for victory but for life. And only 
when Germany, or it may be Austria, 
gees the truth can there be a real 
hope of peace. Is it too soon to hope 
that that tirfe is at hand?

THE RIVERSIDE PARK MODEL. 

The great number of New Yorkers 
who are interested in the plans for the 
improvement of Riverside Drive, and 
who have been perplexed by the wordy 
war over their merit, may now pass 
judgment for themselves fipon the pop- 
ular part of the proposal. Only a few 
are competent to pass upon the engi- 
neering or® financial aspects of the 
project, which should be left to the ex- 
perte and responsible officials. But 
users of the park and residents of the 
neighborhood are as fit ag anybody to 
have an opinion about the parts of the 
plan which concern them, and their 
verdict ia invited by the placing of the 
model upon exhibition. 

It is a signed model, vouched for as 
correspénding to the plans, and gives a 
better idea than any word picture. The 
interest in the matter is creditably 
great, and a close study of the model is 
being made by many. It may be said 
at once that there is nothing offensive 
about the plans. If the plans repre- 
sented the actual condition, and it were 
proposed to substitute what we now 
have as an improvement, there would 
be a protest compared with which the 
present outcry is a whisper. Critics of 
the proposed “ outrage ” seem to forget 
that there now exist lumber floats, 
refuse dumps, garbage piers, and other 
facilities of commerce, in a helter- 
skelter arrangement, just as they have 
“ growed,” like Topsy, without co-ordi- 
nation or advafitageous application of 
machinery. The model shows how 
they are to be rearranged, their offen- 
siveness subdued, and their utility en- 
larged. 

The additions to th’ present facilities 
for both pleasure and commerce are 
large. Naturally, they will not be 
gained without trouble, any more than 
the subways were, or any other great 
structural work. No doubt improve- 
ments could be suggested, if the sheet 
were blank and there were no limits as 
to what might be written upon it. But 
there is a great deal in the conditions 
which cannot be altered at any cost, 
and there are limits of law and practi- 
eal requirements which must be com- 
plied with. Bearing these facts in 
mind, great things have been accom- 
plished. When the park is restored it 
will not be a woodland glen. Masonry 
will be visible here and there on the 
face of the park from the river side, 
but there will be no obtrusive mound 
marking the course of the railway be- 
neath it, with hardly hidden angles. 

Those not aware of what is hidden 
beneath might hardly suspect it. Those 
who know of the railway’s tracks 
might think that their utility justified 
the construction, or might even find in 
the contour the same sort of beauty of 
use that many find in the frankness of 
structural details in the work of archi- 
tects. It must be remembered that the 
critics themselves are not satisfied 
with present conditions, and there are 
signs that these will grow worse unless 
something is done. The city must be 
served. The responsibility of blocking 
the fruit of long years of preparation is 
great, and not justified by anything 
appearing on inapection of the model.

AMERICA SHOWS THE WAY. 
RUENOS AIRES, July 18. — The 

Minister of Agriculture conferred to- 
day with the Ministers of Chile and 
Uruguay on proposed commercial 
treaties based on free trade between 
the three countries.

COLONEL GLENN’S TRANSFER. 

There ar® insinuations in certain 
quarters that the transfer of Colonel 
Epwin F. Gienn from the position of 
Chief of Staff\in the Eastern Depart- 
mént to the command of an infantry 
regiment now on border service at 
Douglas, Ariz., was not ordered in a 
friendly spirit. But there can be no 
doubt that the change will be welcome 
to Colonel GLENN. Active duty ap- 
peals to such a soldier. What is more, 
there is no infantry regiment in the 
regular army in which the appoint- 
ment of Colonel GLENN as commander 
would not be hailed with delight. His 
departure from this neighborhood will 
doubtless cause much regret among 
the host of friends he has made, But 
he will find refreshment in the kind of 
hard work his new post entails. Ari- 
zona is no “goat precinct” these 
days, no back lots post. It is the veri- 
table “ front,” and we may be sure that 
the new Colonel of the Eighteenth will 
give a good account of himself. He 
has still eighteen months of active 
service before him, and that is time 
enough to win command of a brigade, 
if army changes go on as we have 
réason to expect. 

It is worth while to mention that at 
least one of the services of Colonel 
GLENN has been recorded in literature. 
In AvuGusTus THomas’s recent drama 
of army life on the border the scene 
is the post at Laredo. “Colonel GLENN 
laid out that lawn,” says one of the 
officers, indicating the vivid green 
sward on the back drop. “ Yes,” says 
another, “and the War Department 
“never reimbursed him for the price 
“of the grass seed.” That is one of 
the veracious passages in the play. 
Making grass grow at Laredo was an 
achievement worth recording. Colonel 
GLENN has done much more than that 
for the army and the nation that army 
so laboriously serves. He has seen his 
full share of tropical service, hither- 
to, and wherever he has been he has 
labored with unfailing enthusiasm for 
the development of the efficiency of 
the arm to which he is attached, the 
infantry. 
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The provision for deepening the 
East River channel, which was strick- 
en out of the River and Harbor bill 
and restored after some controversy, 
now. appears as an améndment to the 
Naval Appropriations bill in the Sen- 
ate. It is not out of place in that bill, 
as deep water in the East River be- 
tween the Navy Yard and the en- 
trance to Long Island Sound is as es- 
sential to the navy as it is to com- 
merce. As Senator O’GoRMAN said, in 
urging the adoption of the amend- 
ment, if either the old Brooklyn 
Bridge or the Manhattan Bridge 
should be destroyed, and the possibil- 
ity of such a disaster must not be 
ignored, any ships of large draught at 
the Brooklyn Navy Yard would be 
bottled up.

As the wife of a regular army offices, 1 
have had experjence with a kit something 
similar to the following, and in the very 
first place I should lay particular stress on 
the absolute necessity of smallest possible 
bulk and weight compatible with nourish- 
ment, The following is a two days’ knap- 
sack ration: One small can of sardines, one 
very small can of boned chicken, one 
very small can of cheese, one very small 
can of a special coffee, one very small 
tin of cheese crackers, one very small tin of 
non-sweet crackers, two smallest size pack- 
ages of sweet chocolate, one smallest size 
(four-inch square) tin of after-dinner mints, 
one tube of dried milk for emergency, ten 
lumps of sugar, one tin of dental floss, one 
Prophylactic toothbrush, one can of talcum 
powder, one pair of tan shoestrings, one pair 
of tan socks, one very small notebook, two 
very small envelopes, two very smal] combs, 
one cake of a soap especially recommended 
for a dry climate.

Function of Agents and Brokers. 
To the Editor of The New York Times: 

In a recent issue of THE TIMES I read 
an item under the caption of “ Startling 
News for Insurers.’’ Throughout the item 
you refer to ‘‘agent’’ when it is obvious 
to the insurance mind that the reference is 
intended to be to the “ broker.’’ A ‘‘broker’’ 
is the intermediary for the property owner, 
represents him, and ts his technica! adviser. 
He is, under the law of New York State, in 
no sense ‘‘agent’’ for the company, and 
has no authority from the company to fulfill 
the functions of‘an ‘ agent.’’ Payment of 
premium therefore to a ‘' broker”’ is pay- 
ment by the policyholder to his own repre- 
sentative, not to the company, but it is 
at his option to make the check payable 
either to the ‘‘broker’’ or direct to the 
company. Cases in which the “‘ broker’”’ 
fails to pay the premium to the company 
are very few, 

On the other hand, an “ agent’’ receives 
a commission of authority from a company 
and is licensed by the Insurance Department 
of the State as a lawful representative of 
such company. He igs empowered to accept 
risks and to issue and sign policies there- 
for. Premium paid to an ‘‘agent” of a 
company for a policy issued by him is aa 
binding upon the company as when it is 
paid to the company directly, irrespective 
of any malfeasance of the ‘‘agent.”’ It is 





important to policyholders that they should 


understand the distinction between the 
‘‘ broker ’’ as their own representative and 
the ‘‘agent’’ as the representative of the 
company, both classes filling highly imper- 
tant functions.

To assume from a single battle in 
which, from the exigencies of the occa- 
sion, the battle cruisers on both sides 
bore the brunt of the fight, and conse- 
quently suffered the most serious loss- 
es, that the battleship is the one and 
only fundamental element of the navy, 
and that the battle cruiser is merely a 
secondary or tertiary proposition, seems 
as premature as it was in the early 
stages of the present struggle to as- 
sume that the submarine would sup- 
plant all other forms of naval warfare. 

The story of the recent North Sea en- 
gagement, as now reported, indicates 
that the British battle cruiser fleet en- 
countered and engaged a superior force 
of the enemy, losing a number of ships 
in so doing, but causing equal damage 
te the enemy. It is probable that had 
the same number of battleships engaged 
an equally superior force the losses 
would have been just as great. 

One thing appears to be clear; had the 
British possessed no battle cruisers, had 
their first division been composed of 
battleships, the enemy might not have 
been engaged at all; and one thing is 
entirely clear, that the battle cruiser 
division accomplished its purpose, in- 
tercepted and held the German fleet 
until reserves arrived, which inflicted 
serious damage, and drove the German 
fleet to the shelter of its mine fields 
and harbors.

Mrs. Duryea Solicits Contributions

To the Hditor of The New York Times: 

Since my return to Paris the depot here has 
been organized, and is now distributing over 
2,000 articles weekly, both directly to the 
peor and soldiers who come here and in 
packets, which the Government transports 
for us free all over France and to the front. 
The results of war, with their ever-increasing 
miseries, are more evident than when I went 
te America. The ‘‘ Reformes No, 2,” as men 
discharged from hospital unfit for service are 
ealled, are the most urgent préblem. As they 
still possess limbs and eyes, they receive no 
pensions, They are too weak te work, pen- 
niless, horieless, ignorant of where wives 
and children are, and their homes are in ashes. 
They come to us with feet through to the 
pavements, in rags, and In despair. We never 
have enough men’s clothing or boots. _I beg 
prosperous men to send me resoled boots and 
elething they do not urgently need for these 
homeless heroes. New large-sized boots, for 
Deth men and women, if somebedy would be 
80 generous as to send them, would be the 
greatest boon of all, for how can these bereft 
people find $4 for the miserable boots sold 
bere? 

Sheets and pillowcases are algo sorely 
needed, Each mail brings pleas for them 
from hospitals whose stock, after two years, 
has run to stained rags. We have none in 
eur depot; and when I vigit hospitals and 
see their sordid dinginegs, I long to send that 
picture of discomfort and pain to America, 
where such misery is not realized. -

DR. MURRAY ABHORS WAR 


But Oxford Scholar Stands by the 
British Government. 


** Conscientious objectors,” men who 
Oppose the war because they do not be- 
lieve in killing their fellow men, and 
who, therefore, have refused to fight 
or perform any service for their coyn- 
try, constitute one of the least dangers 
England has to fear during the present 
crisis,, according to Professor Gilbert 
Murray, the Oxford scholar who is lec-~ 
turing before the Classical Conference 
at the Columbia Summer session. 

In an interview yesterday Professor 
Murray defended the action of his Gov- 
ernment in dismissing the Honorable 
Bertrand Russell, one of the leaders in 
the movement to resist military service, 
from his post in. the Faculty of Trinity 
college, Cambridge. Professor Murray 
is himself a member of the group, with 
Professor Russell, of British intellec- 
tuals who oppo pose both war and con- 
ecripsion on principle. 

hen the Conscription act was 
passed,’’ said Professor Murray, “‘ it 
became uniawful to distribute pamphlets 
| urging men not to enlist. Professor 
| }tussell was the author of such a leaflet, 
and when one of the distributors was 
punished he declared that as the author 
of it he, should also suffer. He was 
promptly fined $500 under the Defence 
of the Realm act, and the action of 
the Cambridge Council in failing to re- 
new. his fellowship at the university 
followed. 

‘When the war broke out I felt that 
it was intolerable, impossible, the end 
of all reason, and tne abomination of 
desolation. My feelings were all op- 
posed to war, and I detested conscrip- 
tion. But before makin up my mind 
1 read the English White Papers, and 
saw that there was but one clear thing 
to do—to uphold the Government. The

Towering Troops of Russia Get 
Biggest Ovation in ‘‘Qua- 
torze Juillet’ Parade. 


CITY JS PROUD BUT NOT GAY

British Make Their First Appear- 
ance In a Body in the Capital 
Since Waterloo. 


Special Cable to Taw NEW YORK TIMES 
PARIS, July 14.—The Grand Army of 
the French Republic—a tiny portion 
drawn from the trenches—supported by 
detachments of troops of the Allies, 
Taarched down the Avenue des Champs 
Blysées today and paraded the boule- 
vards of her capital in triumph. Paris 
had her day at last. After two years’ 
weary, anxious waiting, today’s ceremo- 
nia] was the patriotic celebration of the 
fact that now it is Germany’s turn to be 
on a desperate defensive rather than it is 
the one hundred and twenty-seventh an- 
niversary of the fall of the Bastille. 
Although the weather was leaden—the 
morning beginning with rain—the crowd 
began gathering at Les Invalides and the 
Place de la Concorde as early as 4 
o’clock. By 9 o’clock it was estimated 
that a million and a quarter persons 
packed every available space along the 
four-mile route of march, from Le Petit 
Palais to the Place de la République. 
The crowd was probably different in its 
cheers and different in its faith. It was 
not the weather for flags, nevertheless 
flags were everywhere, and although 
they flapped about dismally, the crowd 
4id not heed or care. The flags were a 


gees © symbol, of course, but they 
lves did not matter, nor the weath- 
er. The crowds simply typified the two 
yeors’ trial, during which Paris has had 
be grim and black and gray. 


Net a Day of Gayety. 
Although enthusiastic and often wildly 
80, not once today was Paris gay. This 
was a war parade, not a peace one. The 
weather was gray, the multitude, three- 
fourths of it in mourning, was black. 
The marchers wore the garb of the 


The drab 
khaki of the Allies, with the more 
Seadeant horigon-blue of the poilus, har- 
monized perfectly into the general en- 
semble and made a note of grimness 
domin ° the parade.

The crowd 
was ba deorgo hon enthusiastic for the 
Allies, but for their own,.their very own, 
they emitted one sustained gallant roar 
of welcome during the forty minutes it 
took the regiments to pass.

ADMITS PART IN MAIL THEFT. 
Quigley Tells Court of Effort to Dis- 


pose of $800,000 Plunder. 


Edward J. Quigley of the original Em- 
pire City Quartet, the Government's wit- 
ness et the trial of Thomas Benson and 
Louis Windler, charged with stealing 
$800,000 in Jewelry and securities from @ 
mail wagon, told his story yesterday in 
court. He admitted the use of drugs 
and said that since giving up stage 
singing he had been a marine engineer 
and had dealt in war stocks. It was 
knowledge gained in that line that made 
Him available to dispose of the stolen 
property. Quigley was arrested in March 
in Baltimore with the stolen securities, 

-He said that just before Christmas 
Windler, then a chauffeur for the Postal 
Transportation Company, which trans- 
fers mail, asked him to join him and 
lus brother-in-law Benson in robbing 
the mails. Windler told him, he said, 
| that it would be easy to rob a mail 
| wagon on a ferryboat. 

“When, two months or so later, I 
read in the newspapers of the robbery,”’ 
Quigley said, ‘I knew just what had 
happened.”’ 

He then told of the defendants com- 
ing to his home in New ‘Jersey, where 
they talked over the robbery and the 
sale of the plunder. He told of nego- 
tiations with a man in this city and in 
the course of these negotiations he 

packed the securities in a bag and took 
them to Baltimore, where he planned to 
sell them. Upon his arrival in Balti- 
more he was arrested. The mail bags, 
he. testified were burned. 

nder cross-examination he sald the 
first news he had of the robbery was 
when he read of it in a newspaper. He 
admitted, however, that Windler had 
told him by telephone the day before 
‘that he would have something big for 
him to sell. He said he buried the 
jewelry and securities for a time back 
of his house, but he denied that he had 
held back anything from either the de- 
fendants or the Government.

GOMPERS SEEKS PEACE. 


Head of A. F. of L. Comes to Attend 
Cloakmakers’ Conference. 


Samuel Gompers, President of the 
American Federation of Labor, came 
from Washington yesterday in an effort 
to prevent the disruption of the confer- 
ence for the settlement of the eleven 
weeks cloakmakers’ strike. He acted as 
Chairman of an all-day session, at the 
close of which tHe opposing sides were 
not much closer together than they were 
last Tuesday, when the peace meetings 
Started. The differences voiced yester- 
day were over the question of the aboli- 
tion of the sub-contracting system. 

‘“*I hope that there will be good re-

tlement. Thus far no definite conclu- 
sions have been arrived at. It goes 
without saying that I shall do all in my 
power to bring about a peaceful settle- 
ment of the existing differences.’

‘“We have not settled the strike yet.’

FINANCIAL MARKETS 


Stocks Turn Up After Meeting 
Further Pressure — Foreign 
Loans and Gold Imports. 


The stock market yesterday gave in- 
dication. that for. the time being. the 
bear drive which had been under way all 
week had lost its influence over prices. 
The decline in the market which was 
under way was very far from being 
solely the result. of bearish activities, 
for there was a good deal of real liqui- 
dation, particularly in. those securities 
which were being discriminated against 
in the money market. The effect of 
that liquidation upon prices, however, 
was much accentuated by the constant 
pressure which the bearg exerted 
against the list, and which they felt safe 
in exerting so long as stock continued 
to come into the market. The greater 
steadiness in parts of the list on Thurs- 
day, though it yielded for a time yes- 
terday to a renewed decline, was fol- 
lowed before the session was over by 
the most vigorous upturn of the week. 
This in large part was the result of re- 
purchases by the bears, but their rea- 
gon for covering was found in the les- 
sened supplies of stock. 

Peace discussion growing out of the 
suggestion of the possibility of a sepa- 
rate peace with Austria was a factor 
in the early decline, when several of 
the munition stocks developed renewed 
weakness, but even these fssues turned 
up rather vigorously in the afternoon’s 
buying movement. Though they did not 
all regain the ground lost earlier in 
the day, several of them ended with net 
gains. Some other external factors also 
exerted influences on prices, but the 
only one whieh was very potent was the 
further improvement in the money mar- 
ket. The call loan renewal rate re- 
ceded another half of 1 per cent., and 
after loans were carried over at 3% per 
cent., new money, or the proceeds of 
loans paid off, quickly forced the rate 
below that figure. It again went to 2% 
per cent. before the day was over. 

There has been a striking change in 
the cash position of some of the import- 
ant Wall Street bank since a week 
ago. Institutions which on Monday 
were below their reserve had a large 
surplus yesterday due in part to a con- 
siderable inflow of cash and in part to 
the shifting of loans which went on 
earlier in the week in response to the 
high rates which then prevailed. It is 
reasonable, therefore, to expect a much 
more favorable bank statement than 
that of last week, it being probable, 
owing to the improvement toward the 
week-end, that the actual figures will 
make an even better showing than the 
average figures. 

The steady improvement in the money 
market since Monday helped the recep- 
tion accorded to the announcement of 
the French loan, which was being un- 
derwritten yesterday. There has been 
some selling of the Anglo-French bonds 
the last few days, but how far the flo- 
tation of this new foreign issue will 
prompt a readjustment of the market 
for other issues is still an unsettled 
question. The fact that this issue is 
secured, while the Anglo-French issue 
was not, is an important factor in the 
eyes of most investors in determining 
the market relation of these two issues. 
Other appeals are made to this market 
by foreign borrowers, but the largest 
of sugh loans, which have been talked 
about in the financial district, will 
probably take the shape of a credit se- 


cured by American collteral, and there 
is ample leeway for financing of that 
sort. That leeway is made all the 
greater by the shipments of gold to New 
aches PO poe still continue. Another

Hunting the Soft Spots. 

Many people have an idea that pro- 
fessional traders who go short of stocks 
frequently make from 10. to 50 points 
on long-continued slumps. Few floor 
traders maintain a position on either 
side of the market more than a day 
or two, and some of them are not happy 
unless they are out of everything at 
8 o'clock. <A big operator decides that 
since stocks will not go up they can 
be made to go down. He picks out a 
candidate and sells a few hundred 
shares. If the market gives way he 
sells some more, aiming at the stop- 
loss orders which he knows will give 
the downward movement additional im- 
petus if he can touch them off. 
gets a point or. more and quietly ac- 
cumulates enough stock to cover his 
sales, although he may sell 1,500 shares 
and buy 2,000 in the process of getting 
back 500 shares. If the stock rallies 
on what the trader considers good buy- 
ing he may leave it alone, but if it 
seems soft he may go after it again.

IN EFFECT TODAY 


Country-Wide Plan for Collec- 
tions Second in Importance 
Only to Reserve Banks. 


OFFICIAL EXPLAINS EFFECTS 


Deputy Governor R. H. Treman Ae- 
serts That Reduced Cost Will 
Be of General Benefit. 


The new country-wide system for col- 
lecting bank checks will be inaugurated 
today by the Federal Reserve banks. As 
part of the developmnnt of the new cur- 
rency system the collection of checks at 
par is considered by officers of the re- 
serve system as second in importance 
only to the opening of the twelve banks 
in November, 1914.

Hartigan’s Inspectors Report Tene- 
ment Poor Cheated.

IN PARTIAL BCLIPSR 


Phenomenon, Clearest in Many. 
Years, Is Watched by, 
Thousands.

Four-fifths of Moon’s Face Obscured 
by the Shadow of the 
Earth. ‘ 


A partial eclipse of the moon, lasting 
for about three hours, took place last 
night. At the middie of the eclipse, 
which occurred at 11:46. P. M., eight- 
tenths of the diameter of the moon was 
obscured in the shadow . cast’ by the 
earth. The eclipse began at 10:11 P. M. 
and ended at 1;12.A. M. -The first visi- 
bility was in Africa, Southwestern Eu- 
rope, the Atlantic Ocean, and North and 
South America and the Pacific Ocean. 
The ending was:visible in’the® Atlantic 
Océan, North and” South’ America, and 
South Pacific Ocean. 

The eclipse was. observed with cohsid- 
erable interest from obseryatories in ‘this 
part of the country. in former years 
astronomers would study. just such an 
eclipse to ascertain whether: its occur- 
rence corresponded in point of time. to 
computations based Gn their knowledge 
of lunar measurements and the move- 
ments of the iunar orbit. With the ad- 
vance of astronomical science, however, 
knowledge of this sort.has been so 
thoroughly confirmed and completed 
that a lunar eclipse like that of last 
night has little astronomieal value. At 
east two of them are scheduled to occur 
each year. 

During the entire course of the eclipse 
the rim of the full moon remained 
visible even to the naked eye. The 
earth’s shadow as it stretched across 
the moon's face was black and heavy, 
blotting out every bit of lunar. illu- 
mination excepting that which escaped | 
from the unobscured: portion. 

Although the eclipse was the clearest | 
one seen in years, Professor Harold 
Jacobi of the Astronomical Department 
at Columbia declared last night ,it was 
of no material interest to scientists be- 
cause it could not possibly reveal any- 
thing that was not already a matter of 
positive knowledge. 

Among laymen, however, the eclipse 
aroused a great deal of interest. Thou-

Dying Monkeys Resuascitated. 


‘On the basis of these observations 
and on the further pldusible assump- 
tion that the early stages of the para- 
lytic effects in poliomyelitis are not 
caused by the chief inflammatory focus, 
but by the peripheral zones of active 
hyperemai, exudation and edema, I In- 
| duced Dr. Clark, then working under 
Dr. Flexner at the Rockefeller Institute, 
to make the following experiments: 

‘““Monkeys dying from experimental 
poliomyelitis received intraspinal injec- 
tions of adrenalin. The beneficial effect 
was most striking. Animals which were 
paralyzed and moribund at the time of 
the injection were seen several hours 
later eating bananas which ‘they held 
‘themselves. The paralytic conditions 
were strikingly improved and the life of 
the animals was prolonged in some cases 
for several aeve. The animals finally 
died; but in this series of Dr. Clark’s 
experiments. all animals received relia- 
bly fatal doses of the virus. 

“*It is important to bear in mind that 
the mortality in human infantile paral- 
yals is generally not more than per 
cent. e death is uqually due to res- 
piratory paralysis. Yt is highly probable 
that in many instances the respiratory 
paralysis is not produced by the chief 
imflammatory focus, but by the extensive 
peripheral zones of exudationand edema, 
which are surely capable of interfering 
With the vitality of the nerve centres 
controlling the respiratory mechanism. 


Calls the Treatment Safe. 


‘“‘If the exudation and edema could be 
removed for some time, the lives of a 
few or of many cases might be saved, 
namely, if in these -cases it just hap- 
pened that the ascending progress of the 
nit aa inflammation came, to a stand-

‘“*On the basis of these facts and con- 
siderations I recommend to inject adren- 
alin intraspinally in every case of in- 
fantile paralysis, the injections to be 
repeated at from four to six hours. Tais 

rocedure may save life, and in surviv- 

ng cases it may reduce the extent uf 
the final lesion. There is no danger to 
this procedure. Monkeys stood well as 
large a dose as two cubic centimeters/in 
a single injection. However, in human 
infantile paralysis the injections should 
be begun with a dose of 0.3 of a cubic 
centimeter of adrenalin until more 1s 
learned about the effects. 

“My allotted time is nearly over, 
and of the two other suggestions I wish 
to make I shall therefore merely indi- 
cate them in a few words. One sugges- 
tion is to administer artificial respira- 
tion by means of our apparatus for 
pharyngeal insufflation as soon as the 
patient shows a degree of unconscious- 
ness and respfratory insufficiency. It 
is an easy and reliable procedure. The 
second suggestion is to administer oxy- 
gen under pressure in a_ respiratory 
rhythm by an apparatus which I have 
recently de*ised and used on human 
beings in several instances. It abolishes 
rapidly cyanosis, and may save life. It 
may even act specifically on the virus 
of poliomyelitis. I shall not attempt to 
enter upon a description of either of 
these apparatuses, nor on the mode of 
their application and on the experience 
we had with them.’ 


Dr. Laidlaw’s Suggestion. 


Another treatment advanced as a pos- 
sible preventive measure against infan- 
tile paralysis was suggested yesterday 
by Dr. George Frederick Laidlaw of 
58 West [ifty-third Street, in the fol- 
lowing letter to THe Trmgs: 


Among the efforts that are being fnadé& 
to Check the spread of polimoyelitis, or 
infantile paralysis, I wish to bring to the 
attention of physicians practising in the 
infected districts a simile remedy that I 
giving my own children and those of 
my patients. Many physicians have ob- 
seryed the’ resemblance of infantile paraly- 
sis to diphtheria and some have advised 
protective injections of diphtheria anti- 
toxin to check the present epidemic. My 
plan is based, on this resemblance of the 
two diseases, but instead of antitoxin - 
use the following mixture that was devised 
by Dr. Alexander H. Laidlaw many years 
ago as a preventive: 

Tincture of belladonna, 

Tincture apis mellifica, 

Tincture phytolacca, 

Tincture veratrum viride. 

Drop ten dro of each tincture into an 
ounce bottle. ill the bottle with homeo- 
pathic sugar pills, size No. 50, and shake. 
Each pill soaks up a fraction of a drop. 
Give one pill six times daily.

Nature 
may- have concluded that the legs of 
New Yorkers, especially in movements 
toward civic cleanliness, were becoming 
obsolete, and has therefore decided grad- 
ually-to eliminate them.

The instructions also urged health of- 
ficers to see that glasses, dishes, spoons, 
and other articles used in public places 
were thoroughly disinfeeted after use. 
The officers were requested especially to 
inspect soda water fountains with a view 
to enforcing this ruling strictly. 

Department officials received a com- 
munication today from Health Com- 
missioner Emerson of New-York, stat- 
ing that the city authorities would be 

lad to take back to New York any up- 
State cases which had originated there, 
and care for them in the city hospitals. 
It is not pes: however, that this 
course will be pursued, except in in- 
stances where the cases are - located 
within easy automobiling distance of 
New York, because State officials do 
not belfeve it advisable to authorize the 
transportation of any infected persons 
In trains. .
